Dear Adm. Turner: 


With the deterioration of U.S. -Soviet relations following the 
Soviet invasion of Afghanistan and the withdrawal and near 
demise of the SALT II Treaty, an assesment of U.S./U.S.S.R. 
policy and the U.S. perceptions of the Soviet Union which 
undergird that policy seems necessary at this time. Many 
analysts disagree in their perceptions of the Soviet threat, 
and many Americans fear the Soviet Union. This fear is sometimes 
based on fact, sometimes on fiction, sometimes on appearances 
and sometimes on reality. Because this perception strongly 
affects both formulation and implementation of our policy 
towards the Soviet Union, we hope through a seminar to gain 
some insight into it.
